Aug. 3.—Diamonds 
to the number of 140 have been picked 
up in Pike, county, Ark., two and a 
half miles from Murfreesboro. 
The 
first find of two diamonds was found 
several months ago by John Wesley 
Huddleston on his farm. 
He 
sent 
them to Charles S. St if ft, a jeweler 
and diamond merchant of Little Rock. 
They were pronounced genuine first by 
him, afterwards by the diamond ex­ 
perts of Mermod, Jaccard & King 
Company and 
Bollard A' Sons of St. 
Louis, by Arnstein Bros. & Co., 65 
Nassua street. New York, and finally 
by Dr. George F. Kuna, vice president 
of Tiffany & Co., New York, and a 
member of the United States Geological 
Survey, who, however, 
stated 
that 
single diamonds had been found in 
twenty-nine different places 
in 
the 
United States, but were of glacial or 
drift origin. 
He would not therefore 
go on record as giving an opinion as 
to the value of the find. 
Later he 
visited the Pike county field in com­ 
pany with Dr. S. H. Washington, the 
gelogist of New York, and found the 
strata to be like that of the Kimberly 
mine, volcanic and containing the peri- 
odities and brecehia or diamond bear­ 
ing clay. 
He then authorized the use 


of his name as to the genuineness of 
the diamonds. 
Before any prospecting was done 
the Huddleston farm was bought by 
Chaa. S. Stifft. A. I). Cohn, his son-in 
law, a merchant, and Sam W. Ray­ 
burn, president of the Union Trust 
company, all of Little Rock, who also 
pceuired by purchase outright or con­ 
dition purchase of all the land in the 
diamond bearing area.

the volcanic pipe has been located, 
and its area determined.

monds have been found before singly,

In 
stead of withdrawing them the force 
should have been gradually but un­ 
obtrusively augmented.”

Two versions of the Pandora story 
are extant—one that the casket con­ 
tained all the evils of mankind, while 
m otlier version makes Pandora open 
i casket containing the winged bless­ 
ings of the gods, allowing them all to 
“scape except delusive Hope. 
The following beautiful little sto ry 
<s, however, the most authentic origin 
af the dower chest: 
When Scotland was young and leg- 
»nd and fact were barely distinguish­ 
able, an ancient king originated the 
lower chest. 
The 
king’s 
beautiful 
daughter 
Mariadne was to wed a young noble, 
and when the time ca m e for the nup­ 
tials a 
most disastrous 
thing 
hap­ 
pened. 
The Scots, it must be remembered, 
at this time were a very 
barbarous 
people and constantly at war among 
themselves and with others. 
It hap­ 
pened that the king's throne 
was 
rather unsteady at 
this 
period 
be­ 
cause of a powerful clan, long since 
extinct, that was making war on his 
majesty. The day before the wedding 
tho king was attacked very suddenly 
and unexpectedly by 
this clan, and 
while he was victorious it was not be­ 
fore the great left wing of his castle 
was destroyed by fire and, what was

It is 
only recently, however, that military 
critics there have dared to express a 
doubt, and, as will be shown, with 
good reason, concerning the correct­ 
ness of those deductions. 
To oppose 
a Japanese invading army in Califor­ 
nia the coast fortifications, in coopera­ 
tion with the fleet, would have to be 
depended upon, and/ considering the 
long stretch of coast line, would he in­ 
sufficient* 
Fortifications are to be 
found in the vicinity of 
the larger 
cities or good harbors, but these pro­ 
vide for a 
bombardment 
seaward. 
Should a hostile fleet once obtain a 
landing for troops at an unprotected 
point, and such points are numerous 
along the extensive coast line, the 
coast fortifications could be easily at­ 
tacked from the rear and would In a 
short time bt at the mercy of the 
enemy."
